liefs, and the cheering was deafen- 
ng. It was an ovation seldom accord- 
d to any man. Throughout his speech 
he senator was frequently and lustily 
leered. 
Mr. Bryan followed Senator Welling- 
>n—and the scene of four years ago, 
hen the Democratic candidate ad- 
ressed a Cumberland audience, was 
epeated. As soon as the Nebraska 
tatesrnan arose the cheering and 
and-clapping broke out anew and 
ontinued for some time.

jontaneous outburst, indicating sin- 
ere admiration for the Democratic 
adcr, who undoubtedly has a firmer

SENATOR WELLINGTON'S SPEECH. 


In his speech Senator Wellington 
lainly defined his position. He de- 
ared his opposition to McKinley and 
is determination to support Bryan, 
e said, in part: 
"As the governmental policy of Presi- 
ent McKinley was developed I was 
ooipelled to differ from it at several 
oints and gave evidence of my disa- 
reement in the speeches delivered by 
ae during the past three years upon 
ic floor of the senate, touching the 
panish-Amei'ican war, the Philippine 
slands, Porto Rico and the South Af- 
.ean affairs. 
Upon the principles 


lerein advanced I stand to-day. 1 
ave friendly warning to the Repub- 
cau party that if they became respon- 
jble for certain policies I would not 
ollow. Therefore the party having 
ecome so responsible, I am compelled 
o refuse submission to its behests and 
o range myself against it for con- 
cience. 
I cannot see my way clear to in- 


eigh against the imperialism, against 
tie unconstitutionality of the Porto 
;ican tariff bill, the unrighteousness 
f attempting to enslave the inhabit- 
nts of the Pnilippine islands and the 
ishonor of breaking our pledge to 
luba and then, because of the man- 
.ate of a sinister influence which dom- 
nates the 
president, forswear my 


onvictions; set at naught my deulara- 
ions and do as did Senator Hoar and 
jtuers, appeal to the past and the 
uture. The past is dead. I cannot 
,hange it. No appeal will reach its 
leaf ear. The future is not in my 
leeping, and it is not in my power to 
ashion it. Therefore, I am here to- 
niglit to reiterate the convictions ] 
voiced in the senate aad record my 
opposition to the principles of Presi 
dent McKinley as evidenced in his 
'oreign policy, and with all the vehe 
mence of a positive nature protes' 
against the violation of the principles 
upon which our government is found 
ed; against the destruction of the con 
stitution aad the reversal of the pol 
,cy which has given us a century anc 
a quarter of national life, such as the 
aistory of man hath not recorded in any 
age or clime. 
"I am here to-night to declare m; 


unalterable antagonism to the polic; 
of imperialism and my opposition ti 
the representative 
of that viciou 


principle. It is an occasion of mor 
than ordinary importance for an; 
man to antagonize the political part 
which he has served for a quarter of ; 
century, to which he has given th 
best years of his life, and for which hi 
has achieved some success. 
It bring 


much bitterness 
and vituperation 


The vials of wrath have already bee 
opened upon me, and there will b 
much that is unpleasant in the work 
have to do. I have, however, deter 
mined to do that which I believe to b 
for the best interest of my country 
and I do so in the same spirit whic 
was manifested by Lincoln when h 
stood upon the steps of the nationa 
eapitol and in his inaugural addres 
said: 
" 'With malice toward none, wit 


charity for all, with firmness to do th 
right as God gives me power to see th 
right," I will do my whole duty, an 
in the performance cf that duty I fin 
it necessary not only to oppose th 


re-election of President McKinley, but 
to emphasize that position by support- 
ing bis antagonist, who in this elec- 
tion stands for free government ac- 
cording to the constitution." 


Continuing, he said that the nation 


was at the parting ot the1 ways and 


inst decide for all time for weal or for 
oe, and he believed the present ten- 
uncy of the Republican party was full 
f inevitable dangers and disasters. 
He referred to Admiral Dcwey's 
bloodless victory." 
"Embroilment 


ith the natives followed," he said, and 
ent on: 
1 'They were jealous of foreign power, 
hey hoped for treatment as allies ; 
icy longed for freedom; they demand- 
d the right to establish their own 
overnment. It was denied. The pol- 
cy of equivocation upon the part of 
ur administration began and an oul- 
ost skirmish, for which no responsi- 
le party has yet been found,was made 
he pretext of fierce, cruel and relent- 
ess war. It has lasted two campaigns, 
t has cost us many precious lives and 
early 5500,000,000 of money of the 
old standard by this time.

vhat have we accomplished? At the 
nd of the first campaign the Filipi- 
os were within five miles of Manila, 
ince that time we are regaled frequent- 
y by reports that the war is almost 
ver. But the other day an Ameri- 
an garrison surrendered to the FiH- 
inos and I doubt whether our lines 
ave been much advanced beyond the 
ve miles for a year." 
Reference to Admiral Schley caused 


oud applause, though not so much 
ttention was given to the assertion 
lat "the gentle Roosevelt was saved 
rom utter annihilation by a colored 
egiment which swept 
over 
and 


eyond him." 
Referring to his position upon the 
aris treaty, he said he had voted for 
, because he wanted to bring the war 
o a tecnical as well as to a real close. 
!e had, however, only consented to 
ive his vote after securing the presi- 
ent's assurance that it was not his 
urpose to permanently acquire or to 
old, against the consent of the in- 
abitants, the Philippine islands; that 
; was his purpose only to restore law 
nd order by American arms in the 
ontest then being waged and to pro- 
cut foreign 
interference 
in 
the 


flairs of the archipelago. 
"This was my understanding, and 
pon that promise I voted for the rat- 
ication of the treaty. Without my 
ote it would not have been ratified, 
he treaty was ratified, but the prom- 
.e of the president was not fulfilled, 
will do Mr. McKinley justice. When 
e gave the pledge he intended that 
should be kept. I believe his pur- 
ose then was tbat it should be kept; 
hat there should be no permanent 
cquisition;that there should be no en- 
orcement of American 
authority 


jaiust the will of the natives; but 
lat there should be an upbuilding 
ower that would give the foundation 
or a gevernment of their own choos- 
ng, and that we would treat with 
iem, receive their concessions and 
rotect th'em in their liberty against 
»e world. But, sir, that intention 
aded away and again the malevolent 
nfluences that had pursued hisadinin- 
tration made themselves felt. 
"Gradually the president changed 
•ont. Congress had adjourned; the 
•eaty had been adopted; the stipulat- 
d price was paid; oiir armies continu 
d fighting during the interregnum of 
congress. 
The first campaign had 


een a failure. 
Another campaign 


as about begun." 
Referring to Porto Rico the senator 
ailed attention to the attitude first 
nd last of the president on this sub- 
ct. He reiterated his charge of a 
icret alliance with Great Britain. 
fter a summary of other events Mr. 
Wellington said: 
"Such in brief are the events which 
ave led up to the present campaign 
nd have fashioned the policy of the 
epublican administration under the 
adership of President McKinley. 
uch has been his vacillating conduct 
nd his policy. Weak in its nature it 


worse than that of the tyrant. 
It 


ads to the same end. It commits 
ir country to the doctrine that we 
lould be free ourselves, but yet en- 
ave other people. It commits the 
merican republic to the English sys- 
:m of colonization. I for one register 
,y antagonism *o this proposition, 
believe that it is detrimental to the 
est interests of our whole being, to 
ur financial, commercial, intellectual 
ud social advancement. Further I 
elieve that it is a menace, dark and 
.rong, to the existence of self-govern- 


ment among us." 


Mr. Wellington declared his convic- 
on that "President McKinley is but 
le pro-consul of the English queen in 
be management of American affairs " 


"The policy of McKinley," he said, 
will destroy the republic. Therefore 
. should be defeated. How can this 
est be done? 
By directing every 


lement of opposition to the same 
antage ground, so that there may be 
oncert of action and concentrated 
ffort 
"I have given it careful, I may say 
rayerful, consideration, and am con- 
inced that the defeat of the candidate 
f imperialism can be achieved, his 
iscomfiture accomplished in giving 
uited, determined, enthusiastic sup- 
ort to William Jennings Bryan, the 
andidate of the Democratic party. I 
ive him my adhe&ion and support, not 
s a Democrat, but as an anti-itnperial- 
st Republican, willing to clasp hands 
with Americans of every political faith 
nd persuasion for the great and 
]orious purpose of perpetuating re- 
ublican institutions according to the 
deal of the fathers." 


MJI BRYAN'S SPEECH. 


Mr. Bryan's speech in the Academy 
f Music was as follows: 


'I have listened to-night to a speech

ression upon the American people. 
Wter you have listened to that speech 


•j is not necessary that I should ad- 
ress you long, but.my friends, I want 
0 emphasize the importance of inde- 
endence of opinion and action in a 
ountry like ours.

senator Wellington that the claims of 
onntry are infinitely greater than 
he claims of any party. I believe 
with him that a man should make his 
larty affiliations suit his convictions, 
iot make his convictions suit his party 
ireed. 
"la 1890 Gold Democrats left us anc 


Silver Republicans eame to us. 
heard some people hissing here to- 
night because Senator Wellington lef' 
lis party upon the paramount issue o: 
this hour. I want to ask those men 
who hissed if they hissed when Dsmo 
cratie senators left the Democratic 
jarty on the money question in 1896 
[f a Democratic senator had a right to 
.eave the Democratic party to save the 
;old standard, cannot a Republican 
senator leave the Republican party to 
save the Declaration of Independence 
Which is the more important, that you 
shall have a financial system that you 
like, or that you shall have a govern 
ment deriving its just powers from thi 
consent of the governed ?

Wellington and I differ upon the tariff 
question. But didn't John G. Carlisle 
the apostle of tariff reform, suppor 
William McKinley, the apostle of pro 
tection, when he thought that mone;

We do not agree upon the money ques 
tion, but the money question will no 
separate those who believe it is mor 
important that we have a republi 
than that we have any kind of 
financial system.

EDITOR GAZETTE :—We have moved 
inee I wrote to you last to a town up 
ear the mountains about fifteen miles 
rom the railroad. This is a very pret- 
y town and contains some good build- 
ngs, including a large convent, which 
we use for quarters. The people tbat 


ve here are called Illocanos. 
Not 


ery many of them can understand 
panish and we have some difficulty 


making them understand us. 


The rainy season is on now and it 


makes duty very disagreeable, but still 
t is not as bad as it was at San Fer- 
ando last year. The insurgents, or 
•oogos, as we call them, are not both- 
ring us like they used to. Six months 
go we coald not go to bed without 
eing awakened by a couple of bullets 
toughing through our quarters, but 
ow things are different. I see some 
reatly exaggerated articles in the 
tate papers about these islands and 
bout the war being over. I noticed 
ne article in particular saying the 
Jnited States forces did not hold over 
no-fifth of the islands, the insurgents 
olding the rest. Now I can say that 
IB United States forces occupy every 
nportant part of the island and have 
sufficient garrison in every city and 
own of any importance. 
The country 


lat is not garrisoned is generally cov- 
red by a patrol. There are patrols from 
very company out day and night and 


almost impossible for an armed 


orce of insurgents to operate without 
unning into our soldiers. The worst 
rouble is that the people who do most 
f the robbing and murdering are the 
nes that claim' to be amigos. It is 
ery easy for them to fool us, but we 
re beginning to catch on. They will 
ide their arms when any Americans 
re near, make a big bow and exclaim, 
Mucho amigo, Americano 
mucho 


eno," but as soon as our backs are 
urned they will dig out their rifles 
nd get to business. The people that 
re our friends, or those that want to 
e, are afraid to give us any informa- 
.on, and I don't blame them. If any 
f them give information to the Ameri- 
ans it is almost a sure case of death 
o them. Most of the local presidents 
re in cahoot with these ladrones and 
hen we start after them they always 
iceive word in advance and get away 
rom us. It will be a long time before 
his class is wiped out. If tbey would 
ang a few of the presidents to trees 
s examples I think perhaps it would 
ave a good effect on the rest of them. 
The natives in some of the towns are 
ery friendly to us, bnt, as a general 
hing, they have no use for us.—If we 
ant to buy anything we have got to 
ay three times what a native could 
uy the same article for. As long as 
on have a rifle with yon they are your 
riends, but I would not give much for 


soldier's life that would trust him- 


elf a mile from camp without being 
rmed. 
Of course there are some good 


atives but they are few and far be- 
ween. The natives are crazy at the 
ight of gold and it is reckless for a 
oldier to let them know he has a few 
ollars, as most of them would stick a 
x)lo in you for fifteen cents. There 
vas a trumpeter of A company, 17th 
nfantry, that was somewhat of a 
•ambler and always carried eonsidera- 
ile money on his person. He was gen- 
rally mixing with the natives when 
ur regiment was stationed at Bautista 
.d he would often remark tbat he 


was not afraid of them and that they 
vere his friends. One morning we 
ound his body floating in the river, 
is throat cut from ear to ear; there 
vere also a number of other cuts on 
lis body. This is only one of the many 
ncidents that go to show how treach- 
rous the Filipinos are and yet we are 
constantly told to treat them kindly. 
Don't fire on them, lest they fire on 
you first. I think if a little more of the 
ild Spanish method of dealing with 
hese people would be used the trouble 
vould have been over long before this. 


One time last summer when the 9th 
nfantry was stationed at Bacaloor the 
mtpost of four men was attacked by 
hese amigos in white clothes. Every 
me of them had a bolo concealed in 
lis shirt. They soon overpowered the 
guard and out of the four only one 
escaped. One of the soldiers had fifty 
cuts in his body. I could cite hun- 
dreds of such cas-'s but it would take 
;oo much space to tell of them. 


I also saw accounts about hundreds 


of insane soldiers returning to the 
states. These reports are' being much 
overdrawn. Of course there are many 
cases but nothing near the number 
stated. A great number of the cases 
pronounced insane are merely put on 
by the soldiers to get back to the states, 
for there are not many of the Ameri- 
can soldiers who have any love for 
this country or people. 


The excitement now seems to be 


about the China affair and all of us are 
guessing which will be the next regi- 
ment to go. 
All of the boys are 


anxious to go; in fact, any old thing to 
break the monotony. 
Hoping these 


few lines will interest your readers, I

McKinley Imperator has hit upon th 
plan of calling a conference of nation 
to deal with the situation in China 
He has heard with "deep distrust" un 
confirmed rumors that Russia has de 
dared war on the empire and that sh 
has been acting independently, to 
great extent, in Pekin. The movement 
of the Germans, under Field Marsha 
Count Vcn Waldersee, has also exeitei 
his suspicion.

last these nations are bent on obtain 
kig some special advantage for them 
selves—territorial or otherwise—anc 
this project is not pleasing to our pres 
ident. 


Washington advices state that a 


extra session of congress is not on th 
programme of the proceedings in con 
nection with the foreign policy of on 
government, as the administration i 
of the opinion that the president ca 
keep General Chaffee's army in Chin 
for some time to come without con 
gression»l sanction. Pressure has bee 
brought on the executive to withdra1 


the troops from the "Flowery King 
dom" altogether, pending negotiations 
but he has obstinately refused to hee 
the advice of some of the most leve 
headed men in his party, including th 
linked States minister to China. Bu 
what they have failed to do may be ac 
eomplished by the Czar of Russia, who 
it is reported, intends to force theevai 
nation of Pekin by withdrawing th 
Russian troops, knowing full well tha 
th« allied army cannot control th 
Chinese capital when his soldiers ar 
gone. 


So long as it was a question simpl 


of rescuing the imperiled ministers o 
the powers and other foreigners i 
Pekin it was perfectly proper for th 
United States to co-operate with th 
governments of other nations in wha' 
ever movements were necessary to ac 
complish that purpose. Now that th 
foreigners have been rescued it is 
matter of concern to the American re 
public that the president should con 
template keeping an army in Chin 
and order preparations for a "winte 
campaign" to be made by General Cha 
fee. That is the policy of the admini: 
tration as outlined in despatches bot 
from Washington and Pekin. A "win 
ter campaign" is generally regarded a 
the prosecution of active military ope: 
ations at that season of the year. I 
other words, a "winter campaign 
means a state of war. Can it be poss 
ble that President McKinley harbor 
the belief that we may be at war wit 
China next winter? It is universal! 
conceded that, according to interna 
tional law, our strongest claim upo 
China because cf the recent tronbl 
•would be nothing more than the righ 
to demand an apology for the insultt 
our minister and p cuniary indemnit 
for the losses suffered in life or propei 
ty by the citizens of the United States 
The question of responsibility for th 
outbreaks has not yet been decided 
And even if it were it would b> nsur 
nation oi power for McKinley to plac

Hotel Men Mid Drummers Will Support

More, than 
ix hundred commercial travelers, hotel 
leu, employers of traveling miu, im- 
lorters and buyers were present and 
,he meeting was most enthusiasm- 
The meetings of this vigorous orprani- 
ation will beheld daily hereafter, us 
he League is heart and soul for the 
lection of Bryan and declares that it 
will show that the business interests* 
Df the country are not for McKinley 
his time. 


At last week's meeting 
John M. 


Quinn made a rousing speech advocat- 
ng the election of William J. Bryan, 
n the course of which he said : 


Of the 350,000 traveling men in the 


United States 35,000 have been thrown 
rat of employment by the tiusts anj 
35,000 more have been cnmi°llrd to 
accept a reduction of over 311 pe • cciu 
.n salary, one-half of the 23,000 wtosi 
wages have been reduced -have been 
taken from the road. This item oi 
tself is important, but it is of small im- 
port compared with the great loss lo 
:b,e country at ]arge. 


If 00,000 commercial trave'ers havt 


3een so injuriously affected by 1ht 
trusts, the small merchant—the great 
middle class, which is the bone and 
sinew of a republic—has suffered ii fi- 
nitely more. And if the middle clasb 
has suffered the laborer, who is de 
pendent upon the middle class, has 
been compelled to beat his share oi 
lots. 


L-jt us see what the enforced idle- 


ness of the commercial traveler means 
Statistics have been conservatively pre- 
pared by the president of the Travelers,' 
association, who shows that it repre- 
sents an annual loss of 8114,000,000. 
This means that $114,000,000 has been 
withdrawn from the annual distribu 
tion of money in legitimate channels 
of trade. 


The hotels of the country sufEer a 


dead loss of 588,000,000. How does 
mine host' enjoy the medicine ? Will 
he vote to indorse the party which is 
responsible ? 


The traveling men have lost $00, 


000,000 in salaries, quite an item to the 
families of men who have been com 
pelled to live a life of open-handed 
generosity and whose savings musi 
necessarily have been small. 


'If the trusts have taken 860,000,

Globe of his experience during n voy- 
nge across the Atlantic ocean, says: 


"I believe I made a discovery in sea- 


sickness.

when there was a particularly hard 
lunge the screws came out of the wa- 
ter and whirled round so rapidly as to 
almost throw me out of bed. I was 
sleeping with my head forward, and 
after awhile I discovered that the 
screws seemed to come out of the wa- 
ter when the prow was in the air. Then 
it occurred to me that this was impos- 
sible. Of course the screws came out 
when the stern was in the air. 


"So my discovery was that In sea- 


sickness, particularly when you are In 
bed at night or have your eyes closed, 
the ship really pitches upward when 
you think it pitches downward. This 
confusion may assist in muddling the 
brain and stomach. 1 certainly had 
this experience all through one night. 
When my head seemed in the air, the 
screws came out of the water, although 
my heels were really In the air at the 
time."

MEW YORK, September 4 —A week 


ago it seemed to me that peace could 
not be far off 
If you had asked me 


for a reason I could not have given it. 
It may have been an inspiration crys- 
tallizing to a conviction, which would 
not be doubted or set aside. Professor 
Tesla has invented a system of teleg- 
raphy which obviates the necessity of 
physical 
connection by wire. But 


hundreds of years before Tesla was 
born the Hindu fakirs practised a sys- 
tem by which mental messages were 
conveyed with perfect accuracy to per- 
sons hundreds of rciles away. 


One of the most singular 
and puz- 


zling contentions of the Chinese war 
is. Are we at war at all'? All the na- 
tions engaged in the present strife, ex- 
cept Russia, declare that we are not; 
and Russia's declaration of war was 
not founded on the assassination o( 
her minister at Pekin, but on the de- 
struction of her railroad and tbe oc 
cupation of a territory claimed by her 
in 4Manchuria, over which China had 
only the barest shadow of a claim, but 
which for untold ages had been roam- 
ed over by clans of Manchu Tartars, 
who paid no tribute to any earthly 
power and who, having no settled hab- 
itation, have been the curse of the 
world's civilizition since creation's 
dawn. 


What makes the present strife in 


China more difficult of adjustment is 
that there should be a number of dif- 
ferent religions sent to China by for- 
eigners, all drawing their inspiration 
from the same Bible, but arriving at 
such 
different 
conclusions. 
The 


religious teachings of Confucius, who 
was born several hundred years before 
Christ, are the same to-day as they 
were during the life of the Chinese 
messiah. There is but one interpreta 
tion to the works he has left behind 
and which are jealously guarded 
every temple throughout the empire, 
Christianity is hedged around by mill 
ions of unbelievers, who have no faith 
in God or a future state. China has, 
comparatively, do such class; a rever- 
ence for religion and old age are two 
of the distinguishing 
qualities in 


Chinese national faith. 


A radical change .has taken place

nable have been battered down and 
the walls that hid defiance to the sav- 
age Tartar hordes for .hundreds of 
years have been scaled by a Yankee 
bugler, only nineteen years of age, 
and the Holy of Holies, or sacred city, 
which no profane foot was ever allow- 
ed to touch, was a blazing funeral 
pyre in the hands of the savage bar- 
barians, announcing the irrevocable 
decree of fate that for China old things 
had passed away never to return, and 
if she would exist in her autonomy she 
can only do so as part of that grea 
national system which has been the 
growth of thousands of years, whereby 
the surrender of part of her natural 
rights secures the protection of al 
the others, and without such protec 
tion she would stand among the civil 
ized countries on the globe a nationa 
Ishmael, with her hand against everj 
man and every man's hand against her 
It must awaken a new and serious 
train of thought in millions of Chinese 
homes, where dwellers were taught to 
Relieve all nations outside the Chinese 
wall are cannibals, to learn that th 
sacred person of their emperor is now 
protected by barbarian savages from 
assassination by the Boxer hordes tha 
seek his life and that he is safe 
within the lines of the invading ar 
mies than he would he within th 
sacred city of Pekin, surrounded by a 
murderous Boxer host. 


The dowager empress, who has been 


such an important factor in the pres 
ent war, has always shown that savage 
strain of Manehu Tartar blood when- 
ever hate of Christian countries was in 
question. 
This is undoubtedly the 


bond between her and Prince Tuan, 
the cruel Boxer leader, and it was at 
her instigation that the brutal attacks 
were made upon the British legation, 
never dreaming, in her blind hate of 
everything Christian, that the day of a 
fearful retribution was so 'near at 
hand. 


The latest rumor is that she and 


Prince Tuan have been captured in 
their flight, which I hope and trust is 
true. While I would let the dowager 
empress off with as light a sentence as 
the law allows, I should be delighted to 
see Prince Tuan cast for the part of 
Oblivious Topps ia that excellent and 
laughable farce of "The Man Without 
a Head."

One Man's Story of How He Wa» Complete- 


ly Unnerved. 


"Tory few grown up people know 


what fright really means, except per- 
haps in dreams," said the quietest man 
in the group that had betyi spinning 
yarns in the hotel corridor. "When I 
speak of fright," he continued, "I don't 
ineau alarm iu any of its ordinary 
senses—i mean that sort of brute panic 
that robs a man of speech, thought and 
volition; that turns lijin sick and cold; 
that leaves sucli a deep and indelible 
scar on his whole nervous organism 
that the very memory of it, years aft- 
erward, will make him quail and shud- 
der. 
It is impossible, in my opinion, 


for mere danger to produce that feel- 
ing, 
even in tlie rankest cowards, for 


you must bear in mind it is not fear 
that I am endeavoring to describe, but 
something entirely different, something 
against which personal courage fur- 
nishes no immunity whatever. When 
a man is afraid, his instinct is to run 
away, to escape; when he is frighten- 
ed, he has no such impulse—he simply 
suffers. 
I never had but one experi- 


ence of that kind In my life, and the 
circumstances of tlie case were very 
commonplace. I'll tell you about it in 
as few words as possible. 


"In 1SS!) 1 was holding a job as proof- 


reader iu a big printing establishment 
in Chicago. The building then occupied 
by the concern was a rambling old bar- 
racks of a place, aud the little inclo- 
sure where 1 worked was in the ex- 
treme rear of the upper floor, which 
was used as a composing room. 
Next 


to my cubby bole was another aud 
considerably larger Inclosure, whore a 
religious weekly was set up on special 
contract. 
That second room had a 


sinister reputation, for tlie sufficiently 
startling reason that it had been the 
scene of two suicides.

Nevertheless 1 reached the proof- 
room without auy mishap and had 
just opened the door of the adjoining 
inciosure to get the matches when the 
thought of the two suicides (lashed 
through my brain and sent an icy shiv- 
er down my spine.

(Continued from first page.) 


but some time people have admired 
physical courage more tlian they have 
admired moral courage. To my mind 
moral courage is as much above physi- 
cal courage as man is above the brute. 
Physical courage is a trait that man 
shares with all the animal creation. 
Moral courage is that characteristic 
which distinguishes the animal from 
man, 
made in the image of his Creator.] 


It requires physical courage to stand 
before the bullets of an enemy, yet 
when fife and drum inspire, few have 
been known to retreat before the foe; 
but moral courage is often wanting 
where physical courage is present, 
and what this nation needs more than 
the physical courage of its people is 
the moral courage of the citizens who 
would 
rather 
die right than live 


wrong. 


"It requires moral courage for a 


man to separate from his party. Party 
tits are strong; party obligations are 
strong; and it is easier for the man 
who holds no office at the hands of 
his party to leave bis party 
than 


it 
is 
for 
that man 
to 
leave 


who has 
been 
honored 
by 
his 


party associates. 
Senator 
Welling- 


ton 
has 
displayed 
much 
cour- 


age in leaving the Republican party, 
and may we not hope that the same 
courage will be displayed by tens of 
thousands, hundreds of thousands and 
millions of his fellow Republicans of 
the rank and file who are not held to 
the party by ties so strong and so 
binding. 


"And yet is there not enough to in- 


spire even a Republican senator to 
lea^e his party? 
I ask not what 


Senator Wellington did in 1800. I 
ask not what he will do in 1004. 
The same intelligence and the same 
courage within his keeping to-day 
will be his four years from now 
to guide and direct him then; but 
to-day in meeting the crisis that is 
upon us, has he not enough to inspire 
him to break party ties and endure the 
hisses of those who lack the courage 
to do what he has done ? 


"What is his inspiration? Does he 


come to us for money? 
No man 


would come to the Democratic party for 
money. Does he come for honor? His 
own party has satisfied his ambition for 
honor. What brings him to the Demo- 
cratic party at this time? What makes 
him act with those who support the 
Democratic ticket? 
It is his belief 


that his country is in peril; it is his 
belief that the course which the Re- 
publican party is pursuing tends di- 
rectly toward the repudiation of the 
principles of government which every 
party 
advocated until within three 


years. If there be one of his Republic- 
an associates 
who think that his 


judgment is erroneous, lets that Re- 
publican associate read his speech and 
then prepare one in answer to it. 


"Senator Wellington believes that 


an administration that asks for an 
army four times as large as the army 
was when it went into power tends 
toward imperialism. Let any of you 
deny it. 
Why, it was the boast of Re- 


publicans in years past that we did 
not need a large standing army in this 
country. If you can, in one adminis- 
tration, multiply ycur standing army 
by four, and make it 100,000 instead 
of 23,000, will it not be easier for the 
next administration to multiply it by 
four and make it 400,000 instead of 
100,000? Is there not something there 
to alarm the man who loves his coun- 
try, believes in its institutions and 
wants a government so good that it 
does not need a large standing army 
to keep it in existence, a government 
so good that every citizen will die if 
need be to preserve that government. 
Senator Wellington believes that the 
Republican party is entering upon a 
career of imperialism. He is not de- 
ceived by the attempt to hide imperi- 
alism under the euphonious name of 
expansion. He knows the history of 
his country, and he knows that his 
nation has expanded before it has ex- 
tended the limits of a republic, and 
that the constitution 
followed the 


nag. He knows that this is not an at- 
tempt to extend the limits of a re- 
public here but a despotism in the 
Philippine islands. 


"He knows until this Philippine war 


broke out, until the Republican party 
turned toward a caretr of empire, this 
nation has always sympathized with 
those who were struggling for liberty. 
Oe knows that the party to which he 
belongs put into its platform in 1890 a 
declaration expressing the sympathy of 
the Republicans with the struggling 
patriots of Cuba, and he knows that 
thus far, but for the career of empire 
for which the Republican party now 
stands, the Republican party would 
sympathize with the Boers who are 
fighting for the right to govern them- 
selves. He knows that a party that 
can stand silent and see two republics 
wiped off the face of the earth, can see 
this republic converted into an empire. 
There is enough in the fate of this na- 
tion to inspire him; there is enough in 
his love for the principle of self-gov- 
ernment to enable him to get out and 
leave his party, even though he goes 
alone. 


"But there is even more than this to 


inspire him. He knows that this is the 
greatest 
republic 
of history. 
He 


knows that the light of this nation 
has shone abroad, that it has pene- 
trated the gloom of every land; he 
knows that this nation has done more 
to mold the polities of the human race 
in the last century than has all the 
other nations of the world combined 
with all their 
armies. 
He knows 


that the world is looking to us; he 
knows that if liberty triumphs here 
there is hope elsewhere; he knows 
that if liberty dies here it dies every- 
where; and therefore he is inspired, 
not by love of his own countrymen
